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DETAILED ACTION 
Claims 1-42 are currently pending in this application. Claims 37-42 are withdrawn from 
further consideration by the Examiner, 37 C.F.R. § 1.142(b), as being drawn to anon-elected 
invention. The withdrawn subject matter is patentably distinct from the elected subject matter as 
it differs in structure and element and would require separate search considerations. In addition, 
a reference, which anticipates one group, would not render obvious the other.

acknowledged. Because Applicants did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
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errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 8 1 8.03(a)). Therefore, the restriction requirement is deemed proper.

The scope of the invention of the elected subject matter have been extended to include 
the definition of the variables of R 1 to also represent as defined in claim 1; R 3 as defined in claim 
1; Ar 1 is as defined except that it doesnot represent a hetercyclic group; L 2 is as defined; Ar 2 
represents Aryldiyl group.

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As result of the election and the corresponding scope of the invention identified supra, 
the remaining subject matter of claims 1-36 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.142 (b) as being drawn to non-elected inventions. The withdrawn compounds contain 
varying functional groups such as triazine, homopiperazinyl, thiomopholinyl, propylaminyl etc, 
which are chemically recognized to differ in structure and function. This recognized chemical 
diversity of the functional groups can be seen by the various classification of these functional 
groups in the U.S. classification system, i.e. class 544 subclass 63(+) (thiomorpholine), class 540 
subclass 450(+) (homopiperzinyl), class 544 subclass 180(+) (triazines), 548 subclass 400(+) 
pyrrolidines etc. Therefore the subject matter which are withdrawn from consideration as being 
non-elected subject differ materially in structure and composition and have been restricted 
properly a reference which anticipated but the elected subject matter would not even render 
obvious the withdrawn subject matter and the fields of search are not co-extensive.
